That the ſaid Newſtead averred, That the 
States of Holland were their Guarrantees for the Succeſſion, and were ready to rife and 
oppoſe, and would riſe up and oppoſethis New-Miniſtry and Parliament very foon, that de- 
 fign'd ro bring in the Pretender, and give up the Proteſtants to him and his French and 
_ Popiſb 3 to have all their Throats cut by them; adding, That the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough would not lay down his Commiſſion for the Queen and Her New-Miniftry and Par- 
Tiament, but would oppoſe them with the Army under his Command; and that Prince

That the Examinant farther ſaith, That one Henry Shorne, then and there preſent, fell upon 
the Examinant in vindication of the,ſaid Campbell, in a great fury; and called the Exami- 
nant a Pepiſt; and a Raſcal, for abuſing the ſaid Campbell; ſaying, he, and the ſaid Campbell, 
would prove the Examinant a Papiſt; bidding the Examinant to pull off his Gown, and that 
he would fight him; telling and upbraiding the Examinant with his being a Papiſt in dif. 
guiſe; averring, That the Examinant was never without a pair of Beads in his Pocket, all 
- dhe 11 or 12 Years the Examinant lived among them; offering to lay a Wager of a Lewis 
Tore, or a Guinea, that the Examinant had at that preſent, a pair of Beads in his Pocket. 
On which, the Examinant applyed himſelf to Mr. Meares, and begged him to ſearch him; 
which he refuſed to do, telling him, he had done with him, he had waſhed his Hands off him for euer; 
1 upon which the Examinant deſired the ſaid Meares to give him leave to turn out his 
| Pockets before him, which he refuſed, ſaying, He had done with him, he had waſhed bis Hands 
off him for ever, &c. upon which, the Eaxaminant told the ſaid Meares, That his preaching 
Could do the Pariſhioners no good, while he lay under the ſuſpition of a Papiſt, with them, 
A and with that the Examinant fell upon his knees to the ſaid Meares, intreating him to do him 
| Juice by ſearching him, or giving him leave to turn out his Pockets before him, puting 
im in mind, that he was ſworn to do Juſtice to all Men that applied ta him for it; yet all 
Was in vain; for after the ſaid Meares had found the Examinant could not bear Treaſon with 
Temper, and threatned to inform if he heard any ſuch treaſonable Diſcourſes ; the ſaid 
Meares would give no longer hearing to any thing the Examinant could offer unto him; 
ſtill anſwering the Examinant, he had done with him, he had waſhed his Hands off him for ever, he 
would never go to hear him preach any more, becauſe he had (as he ſaid) abuſed his Gueſts; but 
the true Reaſon. was, becauſe the Examinant was no fit Perſon to conceal Treaſon, and 
D , . ores oat hot 
| That'the Examinant ghereupon applied himſelf to Mr. John Meares, eldeſt Son to the ſaid 
Lewis Meares, deſiring him to 1ntercede to his Father to be reconciled to the ſaid Exami- 
nant ; whereupon the ſaid John Meares reproved the Examinant for abuſing his Father's 
Gueſts, and told him, That his Father was very angry with the Examinant, and would not 
be reconciled to him for ſo great an Affront. To which the Examinant anſwered, That he was 
ſorry for giving his Father the leaſt Offence, and that he hoped he would pardon him; 
but that he was of that Principle, that he cauld not hear Treaſon ſpoke with any Temper, 
for that he had ſworn Allegiance to the Queen ſeveral Times, to wit, in Kilkenny, before the 
Biſhop of Oſſory, in Trim, before the Biſhop of Meath, and twice at the Quarter-Seſſions of 
Mullingare; and that he would not perjure himſelf by hearing Treaſon, without reproving 
and rebuking the Perſon that ſpoke it, and Og to inform the Government of it; 
upon which the ſaid Meares told the Examinant, That if he could not hear, Treaſon ſpoke, he 
muſt not keep any Company now a-days. And thus the Examinant, who, before this Diſ- 
ute, and his Declaration, that. he could not hear Treafon ſpoke without” informing, was 
10 much in the {aid Lewis Mearesr's Favour, as to be promis'd by him, his Letter to the Lora 
Chief Baron, to recommend him to his Patron, the Biſhop of O ry, for Mr. Whitehead's 
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Livings; was, in a few Hours after, diſown'd by the ſaid Mr. Meares forever; and pronounced . 
a Papiſt by his Gueſts, for no other Cauſe as he can judge, but becauſe he the Examinant p 
could not hear Treaſon with Temper, but threatned that he would inform; as Garret A 


Fitz Gerrald, who was preſent at all theſe Tranſactions, has depoſed before the Honourable 7 
Committee of the Houſe of Peers. | Halen e . 
That Jeremy Warren, Servant to the ſaid Lewis Meares, came that Night to the Exami- } 
nant's Houſe in Coolegowny, and told the . in the preſence of Garret Fitz Gerrald A 


and 
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and his Wife Mary Warren, all the Diſpute between the Examinant and Mungo Campbell, to- 
gether with the fronts the Examinant received from Henry Shornez tho' the ſaid Ferem 
[arr WAS not in Mr. Meare;'s Houſe at that Time, but heard all the Diſcourſe and Pally- 
ges from has Fellow-Servants, who were then preſent; that at the ſame time, the ſaid 
Warren repeated alſo to the Examinant, all the aforeſaid Tranſactions about Captain New- 
ftead's Son's, going to Mr. Meares's with the Letter and the Roll of Parchment as aforeſaid; 
and Mr. Meares's Signing the Parchment at the Fair of Ballymore as aforeſaid, 
adviſing the Examinant to go to Kilkenny to tell his Patron the Biſhop of Oſſorz, how the 
Gentlemen of the County of Weſtmeath were entring into an Aſſociation againft Her Ma- 
jeſty and the Government; affuring him withal, that there was no living for him any 
longer in the County of Weſtmeath, and that he muſt provide for himſelf elſewhere; ad- 
viſing him to inform the Government in time, and that he would be a Witneſs for him, 
orjelſe they would ruin him. That when the Examinant- told the ſaid Warren, that he 
had no Money to bear his Charges; the ſaid Warren told the Examinant he would lend 
him fix Crown Pieces to help him to Kilkenny, where his Brother would ſupply him 
with more Money to carry him to Dublin; and that the ſaid Warren did lend the, Exami- 
nant fix Crown Pieces, all which Diſcourſe Garret Fitz Gerrald heard the faid Warren tell 
the Examinant in the preſence of his Wife Marry Warren, and of her Mother, and of Mar- 
garet Crubbow. As the ſaid Garret hath depoſed before the Committee of the Houſe of Lords. 
Whereupon, the Examinant did, the next day after Church was done, begin his Journy 
for Killkenny; and told the Biſhop of Offory of the Aﬀociation the People of the County of 
Weſtmeath were entring into; and how Mungo Campbell had refleted on the whole Epiſcopal 
Order, and upon the Queen for changing the Miniſtry, and diſſolving the late Parliament, 
as aforeſaid ; and alſo how the ſaid Lewis Mcares wiſh'd the Divil to welcome the Duke of 
Ormond into his new Government.

That on the Examinant's return from Killlenny to his ſaid Cure of Rathconrah aforeſaid, 
he found that the faid Lewis Meares, together with the ſaid George Jones, and the ſaid Shorne, 
' Had been very induſtrious in callumniating him the Examinant for a Papiſt, and endeavour- 
ing to get mean People to ſwear him ſuch; and applying to the Lord Chief Baron Rochfort 
to make Intereſt with the Council to have the Examinant ſtruck off the Eſtabliſhment ; as 
the aforeſaid Henry Shorne had aſſured the Examinant, in the preſence of Major Edward Fitz 


Gerrald, Mr. Michael Langton, Thomas of Killkenny, and Mr. Hammond and his Wife; and alſo, 
as the Reverend Mr. Lother affirmed to the Examinant, That Mr. Oliver Shorne had avowed 


ro/ him in Dublin, That my Lord Chief Baron had promiſed he would get the firſt Council 
of State to ſtrike the Examinant off the ſaid Eſtabliſhment. And, that the aforeſaid Henry 
Shorne, at the ſame time, and in the preſence of the aforeſaid Company; avowed to the 
Examinant, That Mr. Meares, and Mr. Jones, and his Father, were endeavouring to get 
the Examinant removed from the ſaid Cure of Rathconrah, being very much inceaſed and 
enraged againſt him for his the Examinant's Diſpute and Quarrel with Mungo Campbell, and 
his Declaration, That he could hear no Treaſon with Temper, or Patience, but would 
inform againſt all ſuch Offenders, as aforeſaid. F 5 
That the Examinant finding that the Cromwelian 
and Whiggs, and were entring into an Aſſociation, and ready to riſe in Rebellion againſt 
Her Majeſty and Her preſent Miniſtry ; and conſidering the treaſonable Expreſſions of 
Mungo Campbell againſt the Queen, as aforeſaid ; and that he had promiſed to preach a Ser- 
mon of Paſſive Obedience in the Church of Rathconrah; thought it his Duty, and did there- 
upon reſolve to preach the ſaid Sermon, (to defeat, as far as in him lay, their wicked De- 
ſigns,) And did on Sunda the 26th Day of November 1710, preach a Sermon of Paſſive Obe- 
dience to the Queen's Majeſty and Her Miniſtry, and to the Succeſſion as by Law Eſtabliſh'd ; 


tho' he was forbidden to preach any ſuch Doctrine by one Lewis Meares, a Juſtice of the 
Peace in the faid he L and told by him, That if he preach'd Paſſ ve Obedience, they would 
all go out of the Church and leave him to himſelf.

nant was that very Morning, before he began to read the. Divine Seryice, adviſed by. the 
Reverend Mr. Tho. Thornton, not to preach any ſuch Doctrine; and aſſured, that if he did, 
he muſt not expect to get his Bread amongſt them any longer. Whereupon the Examinant 
told the ſaid Reverend Mr. Thornton, That he the Examinant would ever prefer his Duty in 
his Miniſtry, and the Publick Good, before his own private Intereſt, or even the neceſlary 
Bread to ſupport Life; and would ſet a greater Value on a good Conſcience, than on 
the Good Will of his Piriſhioners when he could not tell them the Truth without becom- 
ing their Enemy for ſo hen, And, that if there was no other way to keep their Goo 
Will but by berraying his Duty to God, his Church, Queen, and Country, he woul 
never purchaſe it at ſo dear a Rate ; but would run the hazard of looſing all, and intirely 
reſign himſelf to whatever Puniſhment God would pleaſe to permit his Enemies to in- 
flict upon him; for, if in this Life, only we have Hopes in Chriſt, we are of all Men the moſt miſe» 
rable. T hat he would not fear them that can killthe Boay, but are not able to kill the Soul; But would 
rather fear him which is able to defiroy both Soul and Body in Hell. That the Examinant had 
been Curate in thoſe four Pariſhes for above eleven Years; and that he had keepr back not hing 
that was profitable for them, { Except that Doctrine of Paſſive Obedience and Non-reſiſtance, which 
they never would ſuffer him tq preach.) But now he was affured, there was a general 
Inſurre&ion intended all over theſe Kingdoms againſt Her Majeſty and Her Miniſtry, tho? 
he were ſure to be torn in pieces for it even in that very Churcn, he would do all that 
lay in him to undeceive his Pariſhioners; and would endeavour to be able to ſay to 
them with the Apoſtle. I rate you t record this day, That I am pure from the Blood of all Men; 
for I have. not ſhunned to declare unto-you, the whale Counſel of God, Acts xx. 26, 27... For. 7 he yet 
pleaſed Mien (in keeping back that Truth, from them as they would have him,) he. ou 
not be. the Servant of Chrif; But would be guilty ofcheir Blood. Andall the while this Exa- 
minant was then and there preaching the ſaid Sermon, and preſſing Obedience tothe Queen's 
Majeſty, he was diſturbed and interrupted therein, by one George Jones, Junior, a Batchelor of 
Arts inthe College of Dublin, (and Son of the aforeſaid George Jones, Senior,) who Swore He would 
take the Queen by the Throat, if. She dia touch a Foot of his Eſtate, as aforeſaid, and who gave this 
Examinant a great deal of Oppoſitionat the Church door of Rathconrah, up on a Sunday Morne 
| ing before Divine Service, in the Face of the whole Congregation about a Month before, 
uttering very Seditious Expreſſions, and ſome Treaſonable, as the Examinant then told 
him the ſaid Jones; at that time fo 1 aintaining the Doctrine of Reſiſtancea gainſt 
the Queen's Majeſty) who aſſoon as this Examinant gave out the Text, which was in the 
13th Ch. of the Romans in the iſt and 2d Verſes, the ſaid Jones cried out, Hah! now he it ge- 
ing to preach a Sermon of Paſſive Obedience; and then ſeating himſelf the (ſaid Joxes,) in a Place 
where, he could look the Examinant in the Face, he ſtood up and 10 ke upon the 
Preacher the Examinant with a very fierce and angry Look, menacing him with his Fiſt, 
held up to him, crying out, Hah! Hah! and making. Motions with his Hands againſt him 
in a threatning. manner, ſtill as he went on with the Sermon all alongj; turning from time 
to time to thoſe that were in the ſame Seat with him, talking and ſpeaking aloud, cenſur- 
ing and ridiculing what he the Examinant ſaid, and crying out, ii, falſe, tis falſe Doctrine, 
be Lies, ſtill continuing to make a Noiſe, and Stirr, which moleſted the Examinant very 
much, all the while he was preaching the ſaid Sermon, to the great Scandal of the Au- 
ditors, and Diſturbance of the Preacher; and that as the Examinant was preſſing Obedience, 
and cee to Her preſent Majeſty and Miniſtry, and the Succeſſion as: by Law 
Eſtabliſhed ; the ſaid Jones cryed out (ſo loud that this Examinant could ſcarce hear himſelf }:; 
ſaying, Ay and to King James too; which Words this Examinant did not at that time well 
underſtand from his Pulpit, becauſe he the Examinant was uſing his utmoſt Endeavour 
to be heard, notwithſtanding the Noiſe and Diſturbance the ſaid Jones gave him in his 
Sermon; but the Reverend Mr. Thomas Thornton, Clerke, (who was one of the Examinant's 
Auditors at that Sermon, ) told the Examinant after: the Sermon, that, % and tb King 
James tao, were the Words which the ſaid Jene, ſpoke, brig he cryed out ſo loud, as the 
Examinant was preſſing. Obedienoe to the Queen, as aforeſaid. 1 
That the ſaid George Jones, Junior, immediately after the Examinant gave the Bleſſing 
after the ſaid Sermon, and following Prayers ar the Church in the Desk, did, in a very

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- abuſive, vile, and outragious manger, come up to the Examinanr to the Desk, and before 
the whole Congregation abus'd the Examinant in the ſaid Desk, by calling him with 
| t Rage and Anger, a Rogue, a Raſcal, a Rebel, -a Villain, a Papiſt, and a Jacobite, for 

preaching ſuch a Sermon after he had been forbidden to preach it; (meaning, as the Exa- 

minant ſuppoſes by Mr. Meares as aforeſaid, and told by him, that if he preach'd ſuch 

Doctrine, they would all leave the Church: ) And by telling the Examinant in the ſaid 


Desk, before the ſaid Congregation, That he was proved a Papiſt, a Hypocrite, a Rafca), * 


a Blockhead, and a Fomenter of Rebellion; with a great deal more of ſuch ſcurrilous 
Language, very unfit to be given ro a Miniſter of Chriſt in the Desk, for preaching 
Obedience to the Queen, unto a People that ſtood in need of that Doctrine as much as 
any upon the face of the Earth; which put this Examinant into great fear of his Life, and 
forced him to flee from the Church with all the ſpeed he could; while the Reverend 


Mir. Thomas Thornton was vindicating the Examinant's Doctrine; and rebuking the ſaid Jones 


for his Outrage to this Examinant; which, if he had not done, this Examinant verily be- 
lieves he could not get ſafe out of the ſaid Jores's hands, nor his Father's Tenants, which 
the Examinant verily believes, at the Inſtigation of the ſaid 7oncs, would have torn him 
to pieces: But while the Reverend Mr. Thornton, and the ſaid Jones were hotly engaged, 
the Examinant was glad to find an Opportunity to flee from the Church, to get on Horſe- 
back afſoon as he could, and ride away with all ſpeed; and did not dare venture to lye 
in his own Houſe ſince, but one Night ( the Thurſday following ) that he went to it by 


- Realth late in the Night to get ſome Linnen to go to Dublin, to make his Complaint to 


the Right Reverend the Lord eb of Meath his Dioceſan, and unto the Government; 
with Major Etx Gerald Letters of Recommendation to aſſiſt him in his Complaint and 
Grievance, who lent him Mony te bear his Charges; as Garret Fitz Gerald has depoſed 
before the Committee, and Mr. Juſtice conte. That the Examinant farther and finally depoſ- 
eth, and faith, That he hath not depoſed any thing in this Examination out of Paſſion, Re- 
ſentmenr, or Revenge, but pros to diſcharge his Conſcience in doing Juſtice to his Holy 
Function, moſt groſely abuſed by the Diſturbance and Injuries by him received from the ſaid 
Jones, and by moving the Government (as far as in him lay) to have a watchful Eye 
over People, who the Examinant (for the Reaſons aforeſaid ) juſtly fears, were entring 
into mo dangerous Aſſociations, and fomenting horrid Rebellion againſt our moſt- 
Gracious Queen, whom God in his grate Poa, preſerve. Neither doth the Examinant' 
count his Life dear, nor matter what the Malice of his Enemies may ſuborn baſe People 
to ſwear againſt him, Provided, that by his Sufferings or Death, he can but do his Church, 
Queen and Country good, and preſerve them from Ruine and Deſtruction. For the Exa- 
minant is ready not to be bound only, but alſo to die in our Jeruſalem, for his Chufch, Queen, 
and Country. Neither could he have, nor hath he any other View, by drawing the Ge- 
neral Hatred and Enmity of ſo powerful a Faction upon himſelf; but the defeating and 
fruſtrating of their evil and wicked Deſigns of Overthrowing the Government, and the 
Salvation of his own Soul, by not concealing ſe general and ſo diabolicał an Inſurrection, 
which would prove fatal to his Church, Queen, and Country; and, which if he can but 
prevent, by puting them upon the watchful Eye, tho' it were by the Loſs of all he had 
in the World, and of his Life too, He hopes wilt be a means for him to finiſh his Courſe 
with Joy, and die like a good Chriftian, a loyal Subject, and a true Friend, and a ſincere 
Lover of his Country, which is all he aims at. Which God of his infinite Mercy grant

Curate of Rat heenra hs, ( a Perſon to the Examinant before unknown) came to him the Exami- 
nant to his Lodging at Mr. Cann's Houſe in Abbey- Street in Dublin; and acquainted him 
with a great Injury done him, and Diſturbance given him in the Diſcharge of his os,

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ind the Exerciſe of his Holy Function, the Sunday was Se'nnight before, in the Pariſh. 
Church of Rathconrah aforeſaid ; ſhewing the Examinant at the ſame time, a very ample 
Teſtimbny of his great and extraordinary Merit and good Life, under the Hands of very 
many Gentlemen of his Neighbonrhood, in the County of Weſtmeath ; together with a 
Copy of Certificates from the Right Reverend the Lord Biſhop of Oſſory, and rhe Mayer 
Alderihen, and Burgeſſes of the City of Kilkenny, and the Copy of a Letter from the 
Reverend Mr. DobJor, Miniſter of Mullingare, recommending him to the Reverend Mr. 
Fackſon, and deſiring him to engage the an, 1 Reverend the Lord Biſhop of Meath to 
eſpouſe his Cauſe' and get Juſtice done him. Upon which the Examinant promifed to do 
him what Service he cou'd, thinking himſelf obliged in Conſcience ſo to do, in a Caſe. 
wherein he thought the Clergy in general, and the Intereſts of Religion ſo nearly con- 
_ cerned ; upon which Mr. Langton returned the Examinant his Thanks in a very humble 
manner, and obſerving him to look frequently at the Company then preſent with the 
Examinant; (one whereof he remembred was ps Wife, ) as if he had a mind to be more- 
private; the Examinant made ſome ſign to em to withdraw; which they did; and then 
Mr. Langten riſing from his Chair, went to the Door, and having ſhut and faſten'd it; 


fell upon his Knees before the Examinant, and in a moſt folemn manner, calbd God to 


witneſs the Truth of what he was going to ſay; and then riſing up, told the Examinant 
that he fear d, and believed by what he had heard, and obſerv'd in that part of the County 
of Weſtmeath from whence he came, that there was a general Inſurrection deſign'd ſud- 
denly againſt Her - Majeſty and the New Miniſtry; and that he fear'd, it wou'd be almoſt 
impoſſible to prevent it. However, he thought it his Duty to diſcover what he had 

| heard in relation to it; that he may be no ways guilty of the Effuſion of Blood, and the 
Sin of Rebellion, which he fear'd a great many People were running into; tho he ſeemd 
at the ſame time to be in great dread of Ruin to himſelf, by informing againſt the Gen- 
tlemen he. believ'd were actually ingag'd in it in his Neighbourhood ; one whereof he 
ſaid was always his particulariFriend, and many of the reſt had treated him with great Re- 
ſpe& and Kindneſs for ſeveral Years; ſaying, That he was a poor, helpleſs, infirm, old Man, 
and lay under the Prejudice of having been a great part of his Life a Papiſt; that the 
Character of an Informer had been rendred odious, and that he mightily feared the King-- 
dom had been fo poyſon'd for ſome Vears with the Doctrine of Refftance, and many 
o corrupted in the Principles of Obedience, that he cou'd not tell where t zurn himſelf. 
to prevent it. The Examinant encourag'd him all he cou'd to attempt it; and affur'd him 
he wou'd find himſelf ſupported by the Government; upon which, he named to the 
Examinant, ſeveral of the Gentlemen he thought concerned; Men whoſe Names the 
Examinant had never ſo much as heard of before, except one Lewis Meares of Meares Court, 
of whom the Examinant had never heard any thing, but that he was an hoſpitable Gen

By this time it grew late; That the Examinant therefore deſired Mr. Langton to come 
to him again next Morning.

Langton then, at the Examinant's requeſt, told Mr. Grattan in brief what he had told the 
Examinant the Night before; the Examinant deſired Mr Grattan to go with them to my 
Lord Chief Barons, which he conſented to; and being in his Night Gown, went back to- 
his Lodgings to dreſs himſelf;. when he was gone, Mi. Langon expreited roche Examiner t, 
a great Unwillingneſs to goto my Loid Chief Baron's ; he ſaid; the Perfons concerr& 
were ſome of em his Relations, and the reſt his Friends; that he c d letting «ny ot” 
my Lord Chief Baron's Family into the Diſcovery, leſt it ſhould prevent its being ma 
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= more full. That he the Examinant cou'd not agree with him in his Fears, in reference 
Eo to my Lord Chief Baron, and perſuaded him to apply himſelf firſt to him, becauſe his 


Son was Knight of the Shire for that County, and elf Governor of it; and that the 
Examinant believed no Relation or Friendſhips, would hinder an honeſt Man from do- 
ing his Duty; eſpecially in ſo great an Emergency. Upon this, they went to my Lord 
Chief Barons Houſe ; he was not at Home, his Son Mr. George Rochfort, and his Nephe w 
Mr. Robert Rx were; That he the Examinant ſppke to Mr. Rochfort, enquired Mr. Lang- 
- zen's Eharafter.z he and Mr. Fox both, gave him a Character agreeable to his Weſtmeath 
Certificate; only added, That he was Paſſionate, and gave the Examinant an Inſtance 
or two of his Paſſion ; but ſaid at the ſame time, That he was a very Honeſt, Pious, and 
Diligent Man. That the Examinant then acquainted Mr. Rochfert, in the Preſence of 
Mr. Grattan, and Mr. Fox, with what Mr. Langton had told him, in relation to the 
Diſturbance and Injury he had received in the Church; as alſo in reference to the In- 
ſurrection; and named ſome of the Perſons Mr. Langton had named to the Examinant ;
